BISHOP'S SPEECH. 


The First Argument Made ingthe 
Maxwell Trial. 


tions to the Jury. 


They Must Find the Prisoner Guilty if They 
Believe the Evidence of the Prosecution 
Mr. Fauntleroy Opens for the Defense 
Maxwell’s Demeanor in Court—The Great 
Trial Nearing Its Close; 


There never was a murder case in which 
there was more material for dramatic and 
oratorical effect on the part of the prosecution 
than in the trial of Maxwell. 

The mystery at first surrounding the discov- 
ery ofthe crime, the horrible detalls of the 
killing, and the subsequent fina- 
ing of : the rotting carcass 
ot the victim, the circumstances 
which led to the detection and arrest of the 
prisoner, the contrasts in the characters of the 
slayer and his victim and the actions and 
character of the prisoner by his own ad- 
missions furnish material for splendid, effects. 

Taking the theory of the defense alone, the 
contrasts between the real actions and 
thoughts of the prisoner and his profes- 
sions and claims offer a brilliant 
field for the orator. The alleged 
accident, as opposed tothe failure to act as 
any honest man would under the circum- 
stances; the alleged horror and the actual 
coolness; the alleged grief and 
the actual unfeeling cruelty; the 
alleged sorrow and love with the actual 


actual flilppancy and jesting demeanor. All 
of those elements inspire the old war-horses 
of the Criminal Court with the fire of stirring 
appeal. 

Whether the prosecution will take advan- 
tage of the material at hand to impress the 
jury, cannot be predicted at present. 
Mr. Bishop’s opening speech, while 
it was clear and strong as to the law and the 
evidence, was not dramatic nor finely 
oratorical. He did not become real- 
istic and he neglected impressiveness 
and overlooked his climaxes to a large extent. 
The facts themselves are so eloquent that elo- 
quence is almost dumb beside them. 

For the defense there appears to be little 
left but generalities, appeals to the jury for 
mercy and the insinuation of doubts as to in- 
tention and doubts as to mental responsi- 
bility. 

For the prisoner, the excoriation which he 
receives, and must receive, has little that is 
unpleasant apparently, except in so far as he 
fears the effect on the jury. The verdict is his 
only concern now and this concern is shown in 
every act and expression.

monly received opinion is that the defeat 
of the second reading will be followed by 
an appeal to the country. GLADSTONE 
professes strong faith in his ability 
to obtain a popular indorsement of 
his Ministry and his policy. But 
the old Protestant feeling against Ireland 
isso strong in Great Britain that any 
forecast of the result must be mere guess- 
work, and the split in the Liberal party 
can hardly fail to give a number of addi- 
tional seats to the Conservatives. 

Any Conservative, Whig or coalition 
Ministry, however, will be compelled to 
take office in the face of a very powerful 
and united Liberal opposition, and such a 
situation can mean only a postponement 
of home rule for Ireland. British Bour- 
bonism may stand out for a time against 
the obvious means of making Irelanda 
loyal and creditable part of the Empire, 
but it is now conceded by all parties that 
some new method of solving the Irish 
problem will have to be tried. When itis 
found that the Salisbury Conservatives 
cannotsolve it with the aid of HaRTINGTON 
and CHAMBERLAIN, the Churchill Conserv- 
atives may take a notion to try what 
they can do with the aid 
of the Parnellftes again. Seeing 
all these alternatives ahead, the people 
ought to see that the safest and best 
course to the inevitable settlement of the 
question is by continuing power in the 
hands of GLADSTONE, supported as he is 
by the great body of the Liberal party— 
the party to which they owe all their 
greatest achievements in the evolution of 
liberal and progressive domestic policies.

THE ROTAL HAIB-DRESSER. 

The royal hair-dresser of the Bavarian 
court has been elevated to a position of un- 
usual dignity and importance through an 
unexpected turnt affairs. For some time 
past King Louis of Bavaria, the *‘music- 
mad monarch,” has employed various arti- 
fices to avoid interviews with his numerous 
creditors, who are seeking him in all di- 
rections with diligence and pertinacity. 
Amid such discouraging surroundings it 
is hard to pursue the imperial recreation 
of castle-building, and in this dire ex- 
tremity the unhappy monarch has hid 
himself in some sequestered nook, and 
communicates with his ministers through 
the royal hair-dresser. The people are 
trying to get rid of him in a formal way, 
but they cannot find him to carry out 
the purpose. The faithful hair-dresser 
will not disclose the hiding place of the 
castle-building monarch who has disap- 
peared from view to prevent the people 
from getting rid of him. 

This obstinate reticence of the royal 
hair-dresser stands outin glaring contrast 
with the headlong volubility of the typical 
hair-dresser as he usually appears in 
actual life, and as he has been pictured 
in songand story. In earlier times the 
royal hair-dresser was an important per- 
sonage at European courts, and some- 
times handled important state secrets 
while handling the royal heads. He was 
well situated for imbibing something of 
the odor of royalty and learning the 
weak points of his master. But his lofty 
office suffered a grievous decline from its 
pristine splendor, while his lost magnifi- 
cence has been but feebly reflected in the 
modern barber. Possibly the action of 
King Louis means a renaissance of royal 
hair-dressing, with a glorious restor- 
ation of .its olden honor, dignity and 
emoluments.

There has not been one word written in de- 
fense of the Iron Mountain Railroad monopoly 


franchise. 

Not one argument has been advanced in 
favor of it; not one argument against it has 
been answered. ? 

Those who opposed the bill, believing that 
the members of the City Council who favored 
it were honest in their support, have waited in 
vain for some honest effort toward a reply to 
their arguments. ' 

Devoy in the Council made no attempt to 
move his brothers by anything better than 
sophistry.

For the good of the public, to benefit she 
many, a man might be compelled to sell his 
home to the city or a railroad company. 

A citizen cannot have a monopoly, defensible 
against all comers, inthe most sacred of his

The Missouri Pacifie, which ia practically 


one with the Iron Mountain, has such a mo- 
nopoly of a surface track on Poplar street, 
that, though it was obviously obtained by 
fraud and its maintenance is an injury to the

The Iron Mountain, which is in all but a 
legal fiction the Missouri Pacific, asks and 18 
granted a monopoly right to build an elevated 
way over the thoroughfares of the city, at an 
acute angle with those streets between the Un- 
ion Depot and the Iron Mountain yards.

THE ATTEMPT TO WRECK THE TEXAS 4 
PACIFIC ROAD. 


A Movement in the Interest of the Missouri 
Pacifico—Statement of Mr. Henry Clews— 
Good Management of the Recetvers—Facts 
and Figures—The Stockholders Alarmed, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

w York, June 1.—It happened that at the 
ve moment the receiver of the Bankers 
and Merchan*) Te.egraph Company is pro- 
ceeding against Jay Gould and his Western 
Union Company for wrecking a rival system, 
the stockholders ofthe Texas 4 Pacific Rail- 
road are charging Jay Gould with wrecking 
thatcompany in the interest of the Missouri 
Pacific. The road forms a valuable part of 
Gould’s Southwestern system and extends 
from Gouldsboro, opposite New Or- 
leans, to El Paso, Tex., some 1,480 
miles. Jay Gould is the President, 
hk. 8. Hayes, First Vice-President; Jonn O. 
Brown, Second Viee-President and solicitor; 
C., E. Satteree, Secretary; and among the 
directors are Russell Sage, T. T. Eckert, Geo. 
J. Gould, Jos? P. Scott, O. O. Bird, J. A. 
Wright, Isaac Westar, J. N. Hutchinson, J. O. 
Bullett, J. B. Roberts, Wm. D Minsor, H. M. 
Hoxie and F. L. Ames. The road was placed 
in receivers’ hands last December, and Judge 
Pardee appointed John C. Brown and ex-Gov. 
Sheldon as the receivers. The former is one 
of the Gould officers of the road.and solicitor 
of Gould's South western system. 
Ex-Gov. Sheldon appears to have 
some ideas of dis own- about 
ruling and railroad and is entirely satisfac- 
tory to the stockholders. Last month Isaac J. 
West, Lewis May, O. E. Satterice, B. F. 
Newcome, John Markoe, W. D. Mensor, John 
Lowber Welsh and J. N. Hutchinson were ap- 
pointed a committees ‘‘to represent all inter- 
ests’’and they issued a plan of reorganization 
on April?27. This plan was not satisfactory to 
the shareholders, end a week or 
two ago the latter metin the office of Henry 
Clews and appointed M. Burr, Jr., P. J. Good- 
hard and John Bloodgood as a committee to 


representthem. The holders of the income 
and land grant bonds have also appointed a 
committee, consisting of Simeon J. Drake, 
Christopher Meyer, „ Hall and Vm. 
Strauss. Five of the eight members of the 
fret or ‘‘Philadeiphia committes’’ as it is 
called, are directors of the road, and it is 
treely charged by the stockholders that the 
Philadelphia committee simply represents the 
desires of Jay Gould in regard to the reorgan- 


ization. 
WRECKED BY JAY GOULD. 

„Jay Gould has simply wrecked this road,“ 
gaid Henry Clews, who presided at the stock- 
holders’ meeting, to the Post-DISPATCH ocor- 
respondent yesterday. ‘‘The plan is to re- 
organize the road through foreclosure, which 
makes forfelture of its present United States 
charter, and a State charter is to be substi- 
tuted therefor, which admits of the road 
being gobbied up at a bankrupt price by afew 
individuais and leased to the Missouri Pacific 
in perpetuity. This action is prohibited by 
its present charter. position in this mat- 
ter is fully set forth in myremarks at the 
atockhoiders’ meeting. I then said: ‘I must 
say that I have very little confidence in the 
Philadeiphia committee. It is quite ap harent 
that they are not only ready, but willing to 
sacrifice — property for the benerit of the 
Missouri Pacific Kailroad Company. The man- 
agement heretofore has been attended with the 
suspicion of unfairness toward the stockholders 
as the road has deen run for all it was worth, 
solely in the interests of the Missouri Pacific 
Company, and its present deplorable condi- 
tion is am evidence that the treatment it has 
received has been unjust, to say the least. 
Before the road was placed in the hands of a 
reoeiver its running expenses were &% — 
cent of the gross earbings.
